Eligible participants 
cannot present with current Axis | disorder, neurological trauma (such as 
stroke, seizure disorder, or significant head injury resulting in unconsciousness 
for over 10 hours), or medical conditions (such as heart, lung, liver, or kidney 
disease; uncontrolled diabetes; or blood pressure concerns).

3. Finally, participants will be asked to complete screening tools (i.e., AUDIT, 
DMQ-R, DDQ, SIP, MEIM, STAI, CESD, OCDS), and comprehensive 
demographic questionnaire (i.e., age, gender, racial and ethnic 
background, socioeconomic status, and level of education) online via 
Qualtrics.
